The Resolution Is Read.

The clerk announced that the resolution 
was fathered by Aldermen Johnson, Day, 
Kilpatrick and Beutell and Councilmen 
Pope, Parks, Holland, Barrett, Maddox, 
Rawson. Harwell, Thompson, Adams and 
Minhinnett. The text of the resolution 
follows: 

“Resolved. by the general council, 
whereas his honor, Mayor James G. 
Woodward, has, by reason of his con- 
tinued drunkenness, grossly neglected his 
official duties, therefore be it 

“Resolved. That the city attorney be 
and isthereby. instructed to prefer articles 
of impeachment against the mayor and 
present the same at the regular meeting 
of this body next Monday, September 3d.” 

In view of the change in the day for 
holding the next regular meeting of coun- 
cil. Alderman Beutell moved that ‘“Tues- 
day, September 4th,’’ be substituted for 
“Monday, September 4d,"’ in the resbdip- 
tion. His amendment was adopted. 

Alderman Welch moved to further 
amend by striking the words ‘‘and present 
the same at the regular meeting of this 
body next Tuesday, September 4th,”’ and 
substituting in Meu thereof the following: 

“Resolved. further, That a copy of said 
articles of impeachment be served by the 
city marshal upon Hon. James G, Wood- 
ward. mayor of the city of Atlanta, 
charging him with the offenses therein 
set forth. 

“Resolved further, That the trial of 
said mayor under said articles of im- 
peachment be fixed for the 4th day of 
September, 1900, at 10 o’clock a. m., in 
the council chamber and that Hon. H. M. 
Reid, jummee of the city court of Atlanta, 
be requested to preside at such trial as 
required by the city charter.” 

Councilman Maddox seconded 
amendment. 


Says Woodward Is Ill. 


Dr. Roy made the first speech upon the 
resolution and the amendment. He made 
an appeal to council to postpone action 
until the next meeting. 

“IT will state as a physician,” said Dr. 
Roy, “that the mayor is a very sick man. 
He is not physically able to stand an im- 
peachment trial. I think council should 
postpone action on this resolution until 
our next meeting.”’ 

After Dr. Roy had resumed his scat 
Judge James A. Anderson, the city at- 
torney.. spoke. He began by saying he 
noticed that he had been selected to pre- 
fer the articles of impeachment. 

“Tf the trial is held,” said Judge An- 
derson. “I will appear in my official ca- 
pacity of public prosecutor and will do all 
in my power to present the case of coun-~- 
cil. but I do not like to appear in the at- 
titude of personally preferring the 
charges. 

‘“‘— would like for council to; name some 
basis for the articles, and give some 
witnesses in order that I may have some- 
thing to work on. I do not care to under- 
take the preferring of charges upon s0 
general a resolution. I would like to have 
the aid of a committee to work with me 
in the matter.’’ 

Signed with Sorrow. 

Alderman Johnson was the first of the 
signers of the resolution to address his 
fellow members in council. 

“When that paper was brought to me,”’ 
he said. “I signed it willingly and yet with 
sorrow. It is something that ought to 
be done, but it is done with no reflection 
upon the honor or integrity of the indi- 
vidual concerned. It was with sorrow 
that I signed the resolution, and it will 
be with sorrow that I will vote for it, 
and I wish that fact known. 

“t signed it under oath. I owe some- 
t to the people who put me here and 
as that I should vote for the resolu- 


tion.” 
His Resignation Wanted.

INDEMNITY TO BE 
ASKED OF CHINA 


Powers Seem To Agree on Tha 
Point Without Trouble, 


THE CABINET IS HELPLESS 


Washington Officials Spend the En- 
tire Day in Trying to ach a 
Conclusion About Sdéme- 
thing They Know 

Very Little Of, 


August 29.—A__ special 
meeting of the cabinet lasting all day 
and broken only by a short ‘recess for 
luncheon, marked the intense interest 
the administration feels in the Chinese 
problem. 

The diplomatic and not the military 
phase of the situation in China was un- 
der consideration and this accounted for 
the presence of Acting Secretary Adee, 
an unsual happening at a cabinet meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Adee is the medium through whom 
the foreign governments communicate 
and he has been in receipt of a good 
many statements recently. Last even- 
ing he and the French charge, M. Thie- 
baut, compared the French and Ameri- 
can copies of the credentials of Li Hung 
Chang. Today he had long talks with 
Minister Wu and the German charge, 
and the substance of these conversations 
he laid before the cabinet. 

It is understood that the cabinet to- 
day completed preparation of a plan for 
clearing away much of the uncertainty 
that now exists as to the future in Chi- 
na, and outlined its views in writing. 
The fact that the military situation is 
admitted to be of a secondary impor- 
tance, confirms the view, though no cab-

“Our aim is the restoration of securfty 
for persons and property, freedom of ac- 
tion for German subjects in China, the 
rescue of the foreigners beleagured in 
Pekin. the re-establishment of security 
and regular conditions under a properly 
organized Chinese government and repa- 
ration and satisfaction for the outrages 
committed. We desire no partition of 
China and seek no special advantages. 
The imperial government is imbued with 
the conviction that the maintenance of 
the agreement between the powers is a 
primary condition for the restoration of 
peace and order in China.”’ 

The attitude of Italy has been defined 
in a statement by Marquis Visconti Ve- 
nosta, minister of foreign affairs, as fol- 
lows: 

‘The cabinet has no political intentions 
toward expansion or intrigue in China. 
Its programme is to maintain perfect 
accord between Italy and the other pow- 
ers. A fleet and some troops represent 
the participation of Italy in the common 
task. We cannot leave entirely to others 
the protection of our national rights, 
nor are we disinterested in the work of 
mutual interests and civilization which 
the powers are seeking to carry on in 
China.”’ ¥ 

It is said that the course of Austria 
will be particularly indentical to that of 
Germany. 

Complications Summed Up. 

A member of the diplomatic corps, who 
is actively engaged in present negotia- 
tions, today summed up the international 
complications as follows: 

“The powers were in complete accord tp 
to the time of the taking of Pekin. But 
with that accomplished,, the more im- 
portant question arose as to the future 
course of the powers in dealing with 
China, and on that there is not as yet 
any complete accord. Thus far it seems 
plain that the United States opposes the 
dismemberment of China, or any move 
toward territorial extension there, and in 
this position Russia and France seem to 
agree. On the other hand. while there 
is nothing definite indicating territorial 
expansion, yet the exchanges nave led to 
the belief that Germany, Great Britain 
and probubly Japan are not averse to 3 
course which will bring about territoria!

Macon. Ga., August 29.—(Special.)—A 
very interesting programme has been ar- 
ranged for the sessions of the Southern 
Afro-American council, which meets in 
Macon September 27th and 28th for the 
study and discussion of race problems.

It is not to be 
understood, of course, that they gave it 
up willingly, but it is gone just the same. 
In some cases the divorce from property 
may prove only temporary. In most in- 
stances, however, the transfer of title 
will doubtless prove to be permanent. 

The captured walled city has been given 
over to looting. There has been a car- 
nival of it. Chinese who were wealthy a 
few days ago—wealth, that is, from the 
Chinese standpoint—are paupers today. 
They are tearing their hair and saying 
worse things about the foreign devils 
than ever the boxers said. And all be- 
cause simply a colossal fortune, collec- 
tively, has found new owners! It seems 
absurd. of course, but the Chinese have 
a. foolish notion against parting with 
their goods and chattels unless some'sort 
of compensation is offered. 

The military headquarters have been 
thronged with voluble complainants. A 
few of the Chinese put on a bold front 
when they enter, the ,.esence of the po- 
tentates of bayonets. Most of them, 
though, come in dismay and trembif{ng, at 
first, for they fear that they will be shot 
on sight for daring to complain. Once 
they get in the presence of military com- 
manders, and find that their lives are 
not in imminent danger merely because 
of their woes, they pluck up heart and 
begin to fire broadsides of indignation. 
They arraign the thieving foreign devils 
volubly in Chinese, talk for some min- 
utes uninterrupted, and then are talked 
back at in English, German, Japanese, 
Italian, Austrian, French or Russian. 

A visitor at the English headquarters 
listened to the jargon for a few mo- 
ments, then turned to a British officer 
and inquired: 

“What's the prevailing language in this 
town?” 

*Volapuk,’’ was the answer. 

; Riot of Loot Begins. 

No sooner had the last shot been fired 
in the walled city of Tien Tsin and the 
foreign troops were in possession than 
the riot of loot began. Even before the 
allies entered, many of the Chinese mer- 
chants and bankers had escaped with 
such valuables as they could carry. Those 
whose goods were more ponderable, or 
who were afraid to venture into the tu- 
multuous outside world, remained  be- 
hind, barricading their heavy wooden 
doors for the most part. 

The trouble probably began by some of 
the troops of the allies finding public and 
private houses open. They entered out 
of curiosity, found articles of more or 
less value, and then became keen for a 
systematic, money-making hunt. The

formed foreigners. The streets were full 
of Chinese carrying off things which it 
was morally certain they could not af- 
ford to own. The mud hovels of the 
poorer classes are known to be full of 
stolen property that will make them rich 
by and by if they are allowed to keep 
their pilferings. 

It was Sunday, and Christian troops 
who were sent here for the presumable 
purpose of teaching the Chinese the 
worth of Christianity began by desecrat- 
ing their own holy day. Stories are rife 
of the Chinese who made some show of 
resistance against the seizure of their 
goods. In many cases they were shot 
for their: presumption. Many were cer- 
tainly slain—and their bodies yet encum- 
ber the ground—who did not fall as com- 
batants in the fight. Chinamen ‘on the 
loot’ have been among the murderers, 
as some of the dead victims have been 
hacked with swords. . 

Not less rapacious than the Chinese 
looters were scores of white adventurers 
from the foreign concession that had been 
so long under fire, and. whose lives and 
property the allied troops were sent here 
to protect. No sooner had the walled 
city fallen than these white adventurers 
flocked to the scene. They wént at the 
native shops like madmen, battering down 
doors and searching ever interfor nook. 
Counters and shelves were ransacked 
by these white civillans, and the goods 
piled in heaps @n the floor—some of the 
heaps to be taken and others to be aban- 
doned. Cash boxes were broken. open, 
and axes, knives, hammers, swords em- 
ployed in breaking up chests. Floors were 
pulleé up where they existed, and tiny 
back yards were gone over industriously 
with spades. 

These European adventurers came, in 
most cases, attended by Chinese cooliés, 
who had been hired or impressed. These 
coolies drew rickshaws or pushed wheel- 
barrows, drove mules with baskets or 
brought the more cumbrous baskets deé- 
pending from long bamboo poles carried 
on the shoulders of two coolles. A few 
of the white adventurers, either not hav- 
ing the time or the money to hire Chi- 
namen, brought only their pockets or 
sacks. A favorite trick with the Chi- 
rere. an attempt was made to inter- 


fere th their looting, was to point 
to some distant or invisible white man, 
and to claim that they were working for 
him, 

Americans and Japs Refrained. 

Of all the troops, only the American 
and Japanese refrained rigidly from loot- 
ing All the other allied nations were 
more or less represented in a share of the 
plunder. As early as the American and 
Japanese commanders learned of what 
was going on, patrol and guard parties 
from these two armies were sent out or 
stationed. Men of any kind, or. even 
soldiers who looked like ‘looters, were 
promptly held up by these guard and pa- 
trol parties and made to disgorge. 

It was a very saturnalia of loot, of 
murder and arson, and, I gravely fear, of 
disregard for women. There are com- 


that swarmed that neighborhood. The 
satchel, in the meantime, was being ex- 
amined. It proved to be laden with mag- 
nificent samples of the gold worker’s art, 
besides several precious jade ornaments 
and other valuable gems.

Money by the Wagon Load. 

Two American soldiers belonging to a 
guard in one of the streets of the walled 
city espied a Chinaman driving a small 
mule.

In the baskets were 
vegetables that did not look exactly 
fresh. But to men who had eaten noth- 
ing in days but hard tack and bacon, 
and not always enough of that, any kind 
of vegetables looked good.

The New York Sun, in making a re- 
joinder to some comments of ours on 
its willful misinterpretation of Gener- 
al Lawton’s letter, fails to play upon 
mames or to indulge in epithets of a 
humorous character.

Our contemporary. however. still 
charges the democrats with responsi- 
bility for the war in the Philippines 
and the continuance thereof by the Fil- 
- Iipinos. Dewey is the only democrat that

Manila. It is true that he _ carried 
Aguinaldo from Hong Kong to Manila,

~ tion to the Spaniards, and furnished 
arms and ammunition to the Filipinos. 
it is likewise true that Aguinaldo was 
encouraged to capture the town of Ilio 
* —or some such name—which had a 
— considerable population, and which 
' contained a Spanish garrison. It is 
true, also, that a number of Spanish 
prisoners were turned over to the Fili- 
pinos for safe keeping. 

But all this went forward with the 
approval, if not under the direction, of 
the republican administration. The 
‘good and kind Mr. McKinley had not 
- at that time made up his mind that 

_ the Philippines were to be held as vas- 
~ gal colonies. The trusts and the finan- 
cial syndicates had not then settled 
upon a policy of imperialism; they 
had not begun to give currency to the 
lie that the flag stands for trade. More- 
over, the Filipinos at that time had 
the very best reason for believing that 
justice in all its various forms would 
be dealt out to them by the govern- 
ment which, through its only official 
representative at Manila, had recog- 
nized them as allies and had used them 
accordingly. 

There were no democrats, as such, at 
Manila when hostilities broke out be- 
tween the Filipinos and the United 
States troops. If they had been there 
they would have been as much in the 
dark with respect to the policy which 
the good and kind McKinley intended 
to pursue as the people here at home.

What the democrats have contended 
all along is that if the administration 
had made a declaration of policy based 
on our institutions, there would have 
been no war in the Philippines in the 
first place. If an American policy had 
been declared even after the begin- 
ning of hostilities, the Filfpinos would 
have ceased to make a futile resist-

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Municipal Ownership in Glasgow. 

Although the city councils elected 
since the declaration of the people of 
Atlanta in favor of municipal owner- 
ship have tripped along in. gay uncon- 
cern of that action, the principle sur- 
vives, and will be heard from in the 
future. 

Mr. Sam M. Taylor,. United States 
consul to Glasgow, has made known 
some facts concerning municipal own- 
ership in that city. There the street 
car system is owned and operated by 
the city under the direct supervision of 
a committee of the town council. The 
report.for the year ended May 31, 1900, 
shows that the total length of double 
track operated by the city is forty-one 
miles, one furlong, 178 yards over for- 
ty-two miles, two furlongs, 161 yards of 
streets, making a total length of single 
track of eighty-three miles, three fur- 
longs 2nd 119 yards. 

The gross capital expenditures for ' 
the system since 1894 (independent of 
operating expenses) have been $5,164,- 
975, and the present indebtedness is 
$4,061,806. The capital invested is $4,- 
559,502. Of the forty-one miles of dou- 
ble track, five miles have electric trac- 
tion, the rest being operated by horses. 
The total receipts of the system during 
the year were $2,286,850. The working 
expenses were $1,676,412, leaving a bal- 
ance of $610,438, of which there was 
expended some $84,000 for interest on, 
capital, $57,501 for sinking fund, $156,- 
096 for depreciation written off capital, 
etc. 

One item of $60,000 consists of pay- 
ments made to the general revenue 
fund of the city, which is in lieu of 
the amount which the city would re 
ceive in taxes, it is presumed, were 
the system operated by a private com- 
pany. The balance goes into the re- 
serve fund, , 

There are 3,400 persons employed, 
including 100 clerks. The general man- 
ager receives $6,800: the chief engin- 
eer, $2,400; the electrical engineer, $2,- 
000, and the mechanical engineer, who 
has charge of the power station, $1,216. 
Point boys receive 28 cents per day; 
trace boys, from 40 to 652 cents per 
day; car cleaners, from 88 cents to $1 
per day; drivers, conductors and mo- 
tormen, from $1 to $1.12 per day. These 
et apply to Sundays and week days 

ike. 

The rolling stock consists of 384 


horse cars, 132 electric (forty- 
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seven only of which are now running), 
seventeen omnibuses, thirty-nine lor- 
ries and numerous carts, wagons and 
vans. There are 4,411 horses. 

, Work is now progressing, with the 
object of changing the entire system 
te electric traction, which it is hoped 
to have completed within the next 
eighteen months. No underground con- 
duits will be used, according to the 
present plans. Fares range from 1 cent 
for first half mile to 2 cents for a mile; 
the longest ride is six miles, costing 6 
cents. No transfers are issued, and 
tickets are not used. 

The committee of the town council 
having supervision of the tramways 
RECBIVES NO COMPENSATION, 
For that matter, however, nq member 
of the city government of Glasgow, in- 
cluding lord provost, town councilors, 
and bailies (police judges), receives 
compensation. The city of Glasgow has 
a population of about 850.000 and 
spreads over an area of nearly 12,000 
acres. There dre no electric or other 
tramways extending out of Glasgow 
to other towns or cities. Within the 
city is an underground cable road 
which makes a circuit of about five 
miles and is owned and operated by a 
private company. The rate of fares on 
this road is about the same as that 
prevailing on the surface roads. 

It will be seen that not pnly does the 
city receive its due return in taxes, 
but there {is an immense surplus, and 
the fares are held down to 1 and 2 
cents. Of course, ambitious capitalists 
would like to gobble up the whole 
concern, but Glasgow is fortunate in 
having for municipal guardians men 
who consult the public interest first.

Chicago, August 29.—By order of the 
national committee of the people's party

States last March. Walker, who is about 
seventeen years old, attempted to pass 
a one dollar bill which had been raised 
to a ten-dollar bill.

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RUSSIA’S VIEW PEACEFUL. 


Report That Czar Favors Removing 
Troops from Pekin. 

Washington, August 2.—The St. Pe- 
tersburge dispatch saying that Russia al- 
most immediately will notify the powers 
that she considers the relief of the Pekin 
legations as the final accomplishment of 
the military task of the allied forces, it 
was learned late tonight, is the phase of 
the Chinese situation which is now at- 
tracting the most attention from this 
government.

London, August 0.—3;15 a. m.—Amid 
the growing difficulties of the Chinese 
embroglio Mr. Broderick’s emphatic dec- 
laration at Thornecombe last evening 
proves that the British government 
does not yet see any cause to depart from 
the line of policy originally decided upon, 
namely, to take no responsibility for the 
administration of China.

Yet even such tragedies as have here 
been enacted have their lighter side. 
One sample was the experience of some 
Russian soldiers. They were approached 
by a Chinaman who hinted that, fqr a 
consideration, he would show them the 
site of some buried treasure that' he did 
not dare dig up for himself. By dint of 
scraping their pockets they got together 
the required sum. Just as they were 
starting one of their officers got wind 
of the affair and said that he would go 
too. That meant, of course, that the sol- 
diers would get none of the treasure for 
themselves. They were badly disappoint- 
ed, but they picked up shovels and start- 
ed in the wake of their pilot. He led 
them outside the city to a spot on the 
bank of the canal. ‘Here he showed them 
that three small sticks had been driven 
.own in the ground. They began to dig, 
their officer superintending the work. 
For some distance they dug, but still no 
gladdening sight of treasure trove. The 
Chinaman signed them to dig further, 
and deeper they went. So deep, in fact, 
that they got below the water level, and 
found themselves working in the mud. 
Before long they were up to their knees 
in water, but still they toiled. At last 
they looked for the Chinaman. He had dis- 
creetly vanished. They tolled another 
quarter of an hour, though with mis- 
givings, then gave it up altogether. Mad- 
der Muscovites could not be found either 
in China or Russia. 

Millions of Taels’ Worth of Plunder. 

It is hard to give exact figures of the 
plunder. English officers admit that a 
million taels’ worth was seized by them 
“officially,” but that was according to 
the rules of war, and legitimate. Offi- 
cial accounting will be given this treas- 
ure. It is impossible to state with strict 
accuracy how much fell into the hands 
of looters pure and simple. An estimate 
has been formed, however, and is doubt- 
less as accurate as can be made. This 
estimate conservatively places the 
amount of private looting at over seven 
million taels. Some of this was stolen by 
the Chinese, but Sy far the greater part 
fell into the hands of European soldiers 
and the flotsam and jetsam of white pop- 
ulation from the foreign concession. 

In all this gloomy view of the barbarity 
of which ‘civilized’ peoples can be guilty 
at times there is one consoling feature. 
Tien Tsin has been for decades a noto- 
rious “fence” for Pekin. The Chinese 
capital has always been terrorized by 
bands of thieves. It was their custom to 
ship their plunder by the river route to 
Tien Tain where there were many native 
merchants who would buy it without ask- 
ing awkward questions. Probably most 
of the treasure in the way of precious 
metals, jewels, silks and furs that was 
taken from the walled céy was stolen 
who had themselves secur-

Chairman Jones announces that it is the 
epecial wish of Mr. Bryan and General 
Stevenson that county clubs be organized 
all over tha country. The fact that Geor- 
gia will go democratic by a majority any- 
where from 70,000 to 100,000 should, in the 
cpinion of the national leaders, make the 
necessity for coanty clubs al] the strong- 
er in order to hol4 together ths strength 
of the party. 

A convention of the demccratic clubs 
wil! be held at some central point, prob- 
ably Indianapolis, on October 8d, and ev- 
ery county organization is expected to be 
represented there. 

Chairman duBignon is in hearty sym- 
pathy with the movement for the organ- 
ization of clubs in this state. He believes, 
as stated by him in a recent letter receiv- 
ed in Atlanta, that such organizations will 
stcrt a campgign of political education in 


Georgia and that the result must be > 


greater strength than ever for the party 
in this state. 

Vice Chairman E. T. Brown, of the 
state committee, to whom the communi- 
cation from Chairman Jones has been re- 
ferred, has addressed a letter to the chair- 
ran of the various county committees 
u’ging the fornation of county clubs at 
once. It ‘s probable thut by September 
Ist there will be a number of new demo- 
cratic organizations in the state. 


Letter from Chairman Jones. 


The communication from Chairman 

Jones, of the na*ional committee, is as 
follows: 
“Chicago, I11., Angust 72, 1900.—Hon. F. 
a. duBignon, Savannah, Ga. My Dear 
Sir: 1 wirei you asking you to urge the 
organization of democratic clubs in every 
precinct in your state in compliance with 
the call ‘ssuei a few days ago by Mr. 
Biyen, General Stevenson, myself and 
My. Hearst, and wvite you now to explain 
a little more fully what I conceive to be 
the greatest necessity for this action on 
your part, I don’t believe that any more 
effective means of inspiring hope and 
cecurage, bringing out our vote and com- 
pelling a fair count can be adopted than 
this one of a national association of dem- 
celstic clubs. When organized, clubs 
shculd report for enrolliment t» Max FP. 
Ihmsen, 1370 Broadway, New York, giving 
the names of th2ir officers and number of 
members. There will be, of course, no 
expense incident to this, but the af- 
fillation with the national ass ciation of 
der ocratic clubs is very important. The 
enthusiasm alrsady mefifested in some 
sections of the country promises well for 
the general work, and I hope you will 
give special and particular attention to 
this matter and that your state may be 
thoroughly organized on the Ist of Sep- 
tember. Of course, I leave to your own 
better judgment the determination of 
the best means of doing this. It seems to 
me it would ba wise for vou to call on 
your county chairmen every where to take 
this matter up 1nd push it through, but, 
of course, you nay adopt »ther means. 

*T inclose you a clipping from a Chicago 
rerer showing the actior of the Illinois 
state committee in this conaection, and I 
think it would be wise for vou to take 
similar action and give out some such 
interview to the press of your state, and 
through the press call attention to and 
urge compliance ‘n every towrship with 
this request of Mr. Bryan and the nation- 
al committees. Mr. Bryan, General Stev- 
en: on and I, as well as Mr. Hearst, attach 
very great importarce to this work for 
September Ist. ere wil] be great rivalry 
anmreng the states as tn whic one will 
make the most thorough organization at 
that time. I appea! to you to see to it 
that your state makes a showing which 
will be gratifving to Mr. Brvan. the na- 
ticral comm ‘ttee ard the party gene- 
rally, and be a crelit to your state.

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HOW A WITNESS TURNS 
EVIDENCE AGAINST HIMSELF 
United States’ Commissioner Fuller 

heard the preliminary testimony yester- 

day in a “shiner case” that was full of 
the unconscious humor generally to be 
found in the uncouth children of the 
mountains who worm the forbidden juice 
out of the wholesome and innocent-look- 
ing meal of the corn. The defendants in 
this case, Cyrus and Henry Simpson, 
father and son, hailed from Rabun coun- 
ty, where ‘“‘mountain dew’”’ is regarded as 

a gift of the Creator superior to spring 

water, and its manufacture and consump- 

tion an inalienable right. 

“Cy”? Simpson, as the witness for the 
prosecution called the defendant, and 
‘“Hennery,”’ as the defendant called his 
son, were types. The former was un- 
shaven and unshorn, with gray hair, and 
a very small head set far down between 
a very humpy pair of shoulders. When 
he talked, Cy had a way of poking out 
and drawing back his head that made 
him look for all the world like a big mud 
turtle, His manner was shy, hesitating 
and woefully weary, but there was an ig- 
nerant cunning in his porcine little eye 
that spoke ‘of native guile. The son, 
whcse jaw was “loosened and let down,” 
looked as though the parental hand was 
necessary +0 Jead him in cut of the rain. 

The prosecuting witness, who weighed 
abcut 300 pounds, and had a head that 
could almost have worn a peck measure 
as a turban, toli a story that made out 
a clear case against Cy Simpson and son.

FOR BIG BATTLE TONIGHT 


New York, August 29.—After ineffectual 
attempts by different matchmakers for 
the past two years to get James J. Cor- 
bett and Charles (‘‘Kid’’) McCoy together, 
Manager Kennedy, of .ne Twentieth Cen- 
tury Club, has matched them for tomor- 
row night at Madison square garden, They 
fintshed training today. 

McCoy put on the finishing touches of 
his preparation at Saratoga, and an- 
nounced at the conclusion of his day’s 
work that he was fit to fight. He weighs 
ten pounds more than he ever weighed. 
McCoy left Saratoga for this city to- 
night. 

Corbett, who has been conditioning 
himself at Bath Beach, put a few finishing 
touches to his training today, with a lit- 
tle light sparring and bag punching. He 
will devote tomorrow to rest and will 
leave for the scene of battle tomorrow 
afternoon. 

Little Betting on Result. 

The betting on the result of the fight 
does not appear to be at all lively. On 
the contrary, the admirers of the pugilists 
are holding off for a slight advantage 
in the way of odds. A few wagers have 
been placed, and the leading judges are 
about evenly divided regarding the 
chances of these scientific pugilists. Many 
McCoy men want odds and the betting 


may be 10 to 8 at the ringside. At pres- 


ent it is even money. 

The friends of McCoy say that he is not 
out of his class in facing Corbett. They 
assert that he has grown and thickened 
much in the last two years, and training 
in the bracing air of Saratoga has helped 
to put a lot of solid muscle on him so 
that he welghs fully 170 pounds. The 
only question is whether he has built him- 
self in good, useful muscle. One expert 
who saw him today said: 

McCoy Is a Heavyweight. 

“McCoy is a legitimate heavywoight 
and. although he is still ten or twelve 
pounds lighter than Corbett, that ad- 
vantage in weight will help Corbett every 
time the two come into collision at short 
range. In the clinches Corbett will be 
able to throw twelve pounds more on 
McCoy’s shoulders than McCoy can throw 
on him. That sort of@thing counts for a 
good deal in a long fight. Whenever the 
two clash the heavier man will be the 
gainer. Remember how Jeffries used his 
weight on Fitzsimmons, Sharkey and 
Corbett. 

“In height Corbett has an inch the 
better of it. while as to reach the two 
are about evenly matched. Then again, 
McCoy hits the harder blow, but Corbett 
hits oftener and Corbett, in spite of 
his much greater size, is exceedingly fast. 
If he fights up to his usual form he will 
keep out of harm’s way and try to jab 
and hurt McCoy until he has him weak- 
ened enough to finish.”’

CASH SALES WERE 700,000 


Corn Was Active and Strong, Closing 
1-2c Up—Oats Quiet but Firm 
and a Shade Improved. 
Provisions Were Fair- 
ly Steady. 


Chicago, August 29.—A big cash business was 
the prime factor in wheat today, September 
closing %c higher than Monday. September 
corn closed I%c up and oats a shade im- 
proved. Provisions were fairly steady. 

Strength and activity characterized the 
wheat market nearly the whole session. The 
excellent cash business was the broad foun- 
dation stone on which the strength was found- 
ed. Cash sales here were 700,000 bushels, 
and the seaboard reported 89 loads,taken for 
export. Export clearances for two days were 
898,000 bushels. Bromhall estimated an im- 
port requirement for the United States of 
190,000,00 bushels,.and the English crop was 
estimated at 12,000,000 bushels short, making 
the crop the smallest since 1895. Liverpool 
closed %d higher. Domestic news was but 
little changed, decreasing southwest receipts, 
rather unfavorable weather in the northwest 
and heavy western receipts. September opened 
at 74%@74%c, a range of prices due to the 
instantaneous consideration of the foreign 
bullishness and the heavy local receipts. The 
foreigners soon got the best of it, and under a 
general demand shorts were clamorous and the 
market advanced to 75%@75%c, but soon re- 
acted and closed strong, September %c higher 
at 75@75%c. Primary receipts were 1,421,- 
000 bushels, compared with 686,000 bushels 
last year. Minneapolis and Duluth reported 
203 cars against 252 last week and 373 a 
year ago. Locaf receipts—two days—were 976 
cars—68 of contract grade. 

Corn was active and strong, speculation for 
a rise in old crop futures owing to a scarcity 
of old corn, being the ruling motive, as it has 
been for some time past.- Liverpool was up 
% to %c and the seaboard reported 95 loads 
taken for export. Cash sales here were 500,00 
bushels, nearly all for direct foreign ship- 
ment. The shipping demand would have ab- 
sorbed more had holders tried@to make even 
sligkht concessions in price. There was a fur- 
ther decrease in stocks, local contracts now 
being only 321,000 bushels, while the stocks 
in public and private elevators are but |,585,- 
000 bushels.

Prime on the Crop. 


From The New York Stock Exchange. 

Chicago, August 25.—This has been a week 
of very little progress in the growing world. 
We have had a fairly normal degree of tem- 
perature accompanied with a grea tdeal cf 
moisture. 

Moisture in the far northwest has greatly 
interfered with the securing of the late spring 
wheat harvest. Rains in this locality have 
been daily the present week, so much so that 
wheat in shock has been very seriously if not 
permanently ruined. 

How great or how small the crop in North 
Dakota was this will have the effect of lower- 
ing the quantity of merchantable wheat. Far- 
mers already seem to think that the Question 
of seed wheat will be a very serious one to the 
northwest in 1901. 

Down in the winter wheat belt about three- 
fourths of the crop has been thrashed and de- 
liveries from farmers have been falling off ma- 
terially during the last ten days. This can 
be traced-to low prices and strong belief in 
the future price of wheat. 

Millers have been fairly good buyers and the 
majority of the mills now have enough stocks 
on hand to run them at least thirty days. 
West of the Mississippi river the ground is 
still too dry to plow for whteat and the rains 
which have been so heavy in the northwest 
have not extended very generally so far to 
the southwest. 

Information with regard to the corn crop 
shows very plainly that corn prospects were 
more or less reduced by heat and dry weather 
during the latter part of July and the first 
ten or fifteen days of August. Corn has done 
better during the present week than at any 
— given period during the last thirty 

ays. 

The recent r@nfall has done eorn a world 
of good in helping it to fill out, but we hear a 
great deal of talk about ‘‘ears not. filling out 
to the end,’’ ‘‘small ears and stalks without 
ears.’’ All these conditions are the result of 
the absence of moisture in the ground and the 
intense heat. ° 

While the trade is not bothering itself much 
about the present crop there is a world of 
thinking with regard to the smallness of the 
reserves which keep steadily running down 
and present prices seem to have very little 
if any effect upon receipts. 

It makes very little difference to the trade 
how large this present crop of corn will be, 
the country is waiting with great anxiety for 
its maturity for the reason that supplies for 
fattening of both hogs and cattle for early 
fall and winter season must be made almost 
entirely from the new crop. 


Murphy & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


New York, August 29.—The wheat market 
opened moderately active and a little firmer 
this morning, and was dull during the morn- 
ing And without special interest or feature. 
The cables were higher from English markets, 
but Jower from Paris, although further un- 
settled weather was reported from the United 
Kingdom Estimates of the United Kingdom 
crop were made of 12,000,000 bushels less than 
last year, the smallest since 1895, and Broom- 
hall estimated the Hsh requirements at 
190, ’ bushels of foreign wheat this 
year. The weather was favorable west. Wheat 
was strong and higher after midday on reports 
of large export sales. The close was strong.

At 10 o'clock General Evans was met by 
the Thirty-eighth, which had tormed 
about one hundred yards from the spa- 
cious pavilion, and escorted to the stand. 

Mr. Harris Mitchell, serving as master 
of ceremonies, next announced that little 
Miss Georgia ‘Carpenter would pin a 
bouquet of flowers to the lapel of every 
old soldier’ present. 

Comrade Lee Hutchins introduced Judge 
Robert L. Rodgers,’ of Atlanta, who !i 
turn introduced General Evans, the latter 
speaking most interestingly for about one 
hour. ’ 

General Evans began by saying that he 
was speaking for a cause of which every 
true confederate soldier should feel proud, 
and which should phe forever cherished 
and keot alive. 

He had no message for the Thirty- 
eighth alone, because the story of the 
yalor and patriotism of the Thirty-eighth 
would simply be the story of the entire 
confederacy. The men who followed 
Johnston, Forrest, Lee, Jackson, Stewart, 
Hampton and others furnished the world 
with a type of fearlessness and heroism 
that had won plaudits of admiration from 
all nations, that would keep alive this bit 
of history throughout generations to 
come. a 

General Evans paid a glorious tribute to 
the patier:ce and perseverance the sol- 
diers’ Wives while husbands boldly faced 
grim death most fearlessly. 

After appealing to the younger genera- 
tion—the sons and daugtters of the con- 
federacy—to aid in perpetuating the mem- 
ory of the cause for which their fathers 
fought, and reiterating the assertion that 
he could not respect the suggestion that 
the cause espoused py southern manhood 
should not be taught to soidiers’ children, 
General Evans closed by relating an in- 
cident of the Thirty-eighth Georgia while 
in actual battle, the regiment being in his 
brigade from the begin=!ng to the end of 
the war, and actually fought a b‘cody 
battle after the surrender. 

Rev. P. B. McCurdy, of DeKalb county, 
who is one of the survivors of the Thirty- 
eighth, spoke briefly, but entertainingiy. 
He explained that the peculiarly strong 
cords of love and friendship that bind 
confederate soldiers closer than any other 
peoples was due ® the extraordinary se- 
vere struggles, trials and hardships 
which they endured. } 

Hon. W. T. Smith next spoke briefly, oc- 
casionally touching wit and humor, 4s is 
his custom. 

Captain Tip Harrison, who had carried 
with him a huge bundle of miniature con- 
federate flags, distributed them among 
the children and young people. He sang 
the “Old Time Confederate’ song, of 
which he is the author, and which was 
suggested by a touching incident. at the 
Charleston reunion, and the last verse of 
which was added by an old confederate 
soldier at the late Louisville reunion. 

Colonel Hulsey, of Atlanta, in his pre- 
liminary rerarks, stated that, unable to 
accept repeated former invitations to at- 
tend the reunion of the Thirty-eighth 
Georgia, he was giad to be preseat at 
this one. j 
After ths half-hour speech of Colonel 
Hulsey, the crowd was dismissed for dih- 
ner, and everybody was supplied with a 
sumptuous feast for the hosts present. 
After the cinner hour, the regiment held 
a. business session, electing Comrade 
Mitchell president; Lee rfutchins, secre- 
tary; P. B. McCurdy, chaplain, and W. J.
